RETROSPECTION. 
, 


Nebraska's cfops in 1326 were 
worth $256.738,000, 


•.ccordln* to estimates prepared by A. E. Anderson, 
of tha federal bureau of crop estimates. 


That is $53,442,000 less than a year ago—one of the 


banner seasons of Kebraska agriculture. It is but 
$15,252,000 below the 6-year average of the period 
from 1920 to 1025. 


And yet there is the undisguised 
note of disap- 


pointment and anxiety m the comment upon agricul- 
tural conditions In 1926. The fact is that it wao a 
season of Tvldo variation. 
Some sections which were 


fortunate enough to set rainfall at Critical periods 
produced the customary bounteous crops. ,. Others did 
not fare so well, while in a few sections there was 
almost complete failure. In thes,o spots where the 
loss was heaviest, all classes share In tho hardship 
and disappointment.' The people there are entitled to 
the greatest sympathy and encouragement. 


But ire have grown so great as an agricultural 


commonwealth we sometimes fail to take inventory 
of our own strength. 
This year which passes into 


history at midnight Friday, will see more than half 
& billion dollars of new wealth created upon Nebras- 
ka, farms In the last twelve months through the un- 
tiring labors of its rural people. 
The $255,000.000, 


representing the value of crops, takes no account of 
the vast and -varied livestock activities of Its farmers 
and ranchers. It does not include the golden stream 
which flows from the dairies, or the vast returns from 
poultry- Nebraska's cream and eggs are worth more 
each year than all ot tho wheat and the oats which 
are raised here. In cash return to the farmer, the 
dairy and poultry industry is second only to corn.' 


In theso dying hours of tho year, some of the epic 


struggles of thoso early years in Nebraska should fill 
the present generation with a sense of thanksgiving 
for conditions as they arc.( 


Those hard, lean years' of tho early nineties, and 


the even more trying and exacting period of rigorous 
pioneering which 
preceded have 
been 
forgotten. 


Those -were days of heartache. Thoso were years 
when tho problem of what to eat had a real signifi- 
cance. It was a period when only brave spirits could 


In 1894, a scant thirty-two years ago, the total value 


of Nebraska: crops was $24,048,463—less than a twelfth 
ot Trti«.t w« produced In the "disappointing" year of 
1926, the records of tho federal and state bureaus of 
crop' estimates reveal. 
The corn crop brought only 


$6,927,000. The year before It had been worth $42,- 
4«S,303, or nearly twice tho aggregate of everything 
raised on the farm in 1S94. The pitifully small value 
of the 1SD4 winter wheat crop was $307,825. 
Spring 


wheat -was the big- crop In Nebraska then. It brought 
the farmers $3,582,066. Oats, the largest crop raised 
In tha state that year, netted $7,109,064. There was 
a, half a crop of barley which was worth but J146,- 
614. 
Rye added $229,983. Hay was worth $3,891,530 to 


Nebraska. 


There was no sugar beet Industry In Nebraska at 


that time. In 1924, tho last year for which figures are 
available, 65,000 acres of Nebraska land were planted 
to sugar beets, producing 766,000 tons valued at ?4,- 
970,000. 
In 1925, this figure was exceeded and in 


1926, the greatest crop of sugar beets ever produced 
In the slate was harvested. 
Nberaska farmers did 


not grow flax in 1S94. In 1924 8,000 acres was plant- 
ed to the crop, and it added $126,000 to the -wealth 


' of th^ state. Alfalfa was not of sufficient importance 


to receive a rating. The fruit industry of the eastern 
counties had not been organized. 


For five years from 1891 to 1895, the value of .ill 


of th« wheat raised In Nebraska In any one season 
did not exceed $7,834,775 and one year fell to $4,275,- 
156. 
In all that time no corn crop was -worth In ex- 


cess of $42,000,000 and in 1894, a year of total failure, 
It tras but $6,000,000.

THE SOUTH AND THE TARIFF; 


Few if any now doubt that Hancock spoke truly 


when he said that "the tariff Is a. local issue." All 
have seen Louisiana swallow a high tariff bill for 
the sake of obtaining protection foi* its sugar and 
have observed how California did likewise In the 
interest of Its citrus fruit growers. They know that 
western Nebraska, Colorado and Utah congressmen 
are In the same boat with those of Louisiana, and 
that those from Florida arc liable to be swayed Just 
as are those from California. All vote just as they be- 
lieve is desired by those who vote for them. 


This being »he case It becomes increasingly doubt- 


ful if there will ever again be a real tariff reform 
measure enacted by congress—one In the Interest of 
the entire people. Any tariff bill -will be the result of 
log- rolling'and trading.-conferring special benefits 
upon almost every section of the country except the 
great agricultural region of- the central -west. 


This situation is brought about by reason of the 


fact that industry Is moving southward. 
The south 


until within comparatively recent years, has-been 
.overwhelmingly agricultural and has constituted tho 
backbone of the opposition to special tariff privilege. 
There has been a. tremendous change, however, and 
now the southern states are 'outstripping New Eng- 
land and the east In industrial development. 
This 


Is especially true in textiles, iron and steel. 


According to the November report of the depart- 


ment of commerce the south during that month had 
17,391,290 spindles in place, while Xew .England had 
only 13,695,210. But this is not all, for during- that 
same month the cotton states operated their 5,500,- 
997,434 spindle hours, while those of New England 
were operated only 2,637,674,743 spindle hours. 


The same thing, In probably a lesser degree, ap- 


plies to other lines of Industry and as human nature 
is just about the same the country over, it seems 
not unreasonable to expect thatvsoutherners- will be 
fully as anxious to retain their tariff pap, should of- 
fort be made to deprive them of it, as are favored 
ones from other sections of the country. Those of 
Louisiana have 
shown themselves to be, so why 


should anything different be expected of those from 
the Carolinas, Alabama, Georgia and Tennessee? 


Of course as long as veterans such as Underwood 


and others ivho retain the old time traditions remain 
in congress, resistance to tariff privileges of any and 
every kind may be expected. 
But their days are 


In the very nature of things numbered, 
and 
their 


successors will be productions of the new south; the 
industrial south, who will want "their's" at the ex- 
pense of the agricultural west, just as the New En^- 
landers have Insisted upon having thclr's at the ex- t 
pense of the west and the south in days agbne. And 
It looks as though there would be no way of circum- 
venting them.

MILITARY DRILL AT NEBRASKA. 


"What doubts may have existed as to the source of 


the inspiration for the spirited campaign ivhlch is? 
being made in Nebraska to abolish compulsory mili- 
tary drill at the University of Nebraska should be 
thoroughly dissipated by the 
developments at the 


National ^tudent conference, in Milwaukee this week. 


Nebraska was very much in the limelight. 
It was the center of a fight, which, if successful, 


will be carried to every section of the country. There 
are now only elghty-ono universities and colleges in 
the United Slates, a speaker told the assembled dele- 
gates, where" compulsory military drill is sllll a part 
of thejcurrlculum. TVhat he neglected to say was that 
It Is a necessary feature of the course of study in 
every land grant college'ln the country, and that it is 
a part ot the training m the largest and most repre- 
sentative universities In the United States. 


There has been a lot of nonsense, to speak chari- 


tably, in connection with the local fight in Nebraska. 
None of the leaders In this state have seen fit to 
disclose that the campaign they are making- la but 
a part of a nation-wide pacifist 
movement. 
They 


have kept that fact carefully concealed. They have 
referred in sugar-coated terms to academic free- 
dom, which is, of course, dear to the heart of every 
lover of liberty. They have said they merely wanted 
to permit those who objected to drill from conscien- 
tious motives to escape from taking Jit. Anyoivc who 
has real scruples against the rudimei^ary courses 
given at the University of Nebraska now can secure 
an excuse. 


"With the approach of the 
legislative 
session, at 


which, ij., is now planned, to inject this issue, it is 
important that the real source of it should be recog- 
nized. 
Some well-meaning heads of a national or- 


ganization in "Washington are meddling- In matters 
which are purely of local concern. They arc dipping 
into educational affairs in other states. Their action 
contemplates the establishment of a. dangerous pre- 
cedent of permitting outside Interests lo meddle and 
interfere with courses of study. 
AVho can say but 


that It will bo only a short time before some group 
takes offense at the method of teaching science and 
history? 
Then it will be religion. The legislature 


should put this bill to a speedy death.

1. In giving babies egg yolks as early as the ninth month (or 


younger If they are anemic), how should they bo given—hard boiled, 
soft or raw? - 


2. Is there any harm In giving orange juice in small amounts three 


times a day or In one amount In water? (She does this In order to coax 
her baby to drink water which she won't»Jtouch unless It has some orange 
juice in it.) 


3. When I say vegetable juice, do I mean the juice of raw vego- 


.ables or vegetable broths, and what kind of vegetables are most suit- 
able for.babies to begin with? 


Answers: 
l._ Egg yolks may be given In all of these forms, Mrs. H. 


The soft, or raw, or pulverized hard' boiled can be mixed in with the 
whole amount of the milk formula, so that he gets only part each time, 
or It can be given mixed up in the cereal- 


Raw egg yolks contahi more of the vitamins, a«d in that way are 


more valuable. TRgg yolks are especially valuable In vitamin A. which 
apparently has to do with growth and the Integrity of the membranes 
of the body. The raw yolks are also helpful ln_ preventing rickets,- al- 
though they are not so good a cure for rickets as is cod liver oil. 
Eggs spoil rather easily and stale eggs arc dangerous, so eggs must 


be fresh and should be kept in the coldest part of the refrigerator. They 
should also be washed as the shell of tho egg Is porous. 


2. Xo, you can give the baby her orange juice as often as you like, 


Mrs. H.. and In water; but I'm afraid that there Is a little determlna- 
ion in that baby of yours to have her own way in her food tastes, 
wfiich you should curb! It won't always be convenient to ha,ve water 
with orange Juice i<n It, so she must learn'to like it plain. I think it's 
a. good idea to Insist upon It now. 


•Babies can and should have orango juice as early as the second 


month, beginning with a teaspoonful In water, and working gradually 
up_.to the amount of a half orange or BO. Orange juice is rich in the 
anti-scurvy vitamin. 


3. Raw vegetable juices, especially that of cabbage, turnips and 


tomatoes (which are also-effective cooked), must be given to the baby 
C she does not get orange juice. These vegetables are for the anti- 
scurvy vitamin. 
• 
' 
The cabbage or turnip's should be grated fine and the juice,squeezed 


through a. clean cloth, and with clean hands, or through a vegetable 
press. The amount given is the same as the orange juice: that is, It is 
segun with a teaspoonful and , gradually increased to an ounce (two 
tableepoonfuls) and preferably more. These can be given between some 
of the meals or with the meals.
